REPORT OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


EASTERN DISTRICT 
H. G. HumMpuReEyY, Superintendent. 


Bishop Lowe and Members of the Idaho Annual Conference: 

Being permitted to speak for myself, may I paraphrase a historic ex- 
pression, “ I think myself happy that I am to make my report before you this 
day as touching the things whereof I am held accountable; especially, Bishop 
Lowe, because you are an expert _in all customs and questions which are 
among the Methodists, wherefore, I pray thee hear me patiently.” : 

I am deeply grateful for the divine protection that has sheltered my going 
out and my coming in. Also for the gracious courtesy of the brethren and 
the hospitality of the parsonage homes. I have lost no time, and have 
missed no engagement on account of sickness. In fact, if the brethren will 
grant the proper interpretation, I could use another text of Scripture, “Be- 
hold, I have gained another ten pounds.” — ; ; f 

The spice of variety has been present in this year’s experiences ranging 
from snowdrifts in Camas County, where I was stalled in an automobile with 
a load of guests and compelled to leave the machine and come out by train, 
to changing tires on the hot, lonely desert after midnight, driving down 
Trail Creek grade in a heavy rain storm, and eating a series of eight special 
dinners in the space of ten days. After continuous travel for a year one can 
at least imagine the reasons why our fathers sang at conference, “And are 
we yet alive and see each other’s face?” 
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I desire to express appreciation of the official visits of Bishop and Mrs. 
‘Brown, who have gone with me from one end of my district to the other in a 
series of conferences covering nine days. Our team, consisting of Bishop and 
Mrs. Brown, Dr. C, L. Clifford, and Dr. Ezra Cox, contacted in our audiences 
a total of more than thirty-five hundred people, bringing fresh, up-to-the- 
minute information and inspiration concerning our World Service prcgram. 

The careful and effective cultivation work done with Dr. Clifford also in 
another eight-day series of conferences has resulted in a higher standard of 
church school life and plans for several more teacher-training classes. 

We are grateful to our Board of Home Missions for its co-operation in 
lending us the services of Rev. Ezra Cox and Rev. Russell Jones for the cul- 
tivation of home mission interests in this district. 

Our Board of Education, through the central office of the Epworth 
League, also gave us two instructors for a coaching conference for the 
faculty of our Wood River Epworth League Institute. The same Board of 
Education has generously supported Gooding College. Twenty-four of our 
young people have received loans from the student loan fund. 


The Board of Pensions and Relief gave us six weeks’ time of its field 
representative, Rev. Ben Powell, who, with our Dr. Henry W. Parker, can- 
vassed in the interest of our Conference Claimants Endowment Fund in 
twenty charges on this district, securing their full quota in Filer, Jerome, 
Wendell, Hansen, Murtaugh, American Falls, Aberdeen, Richfield, Shelley, 
and Shoshone, and very nearly the full quota in Pocatello and Idaho Falls. 


We received and disbursed $3400 Maintenance Funds and we also received 
a donation of $300 toward the moving of our parsonage from Tuttle to 
Hagerman. 

In spite of all the tales of woe and hard luck stories we have had to 
listen to in the last month, we must acknowledge the blessings of God in 
giving southern Idaho a fair share of good crops. Our orchards and fields 
are productive except in a few dry places. Our people expect to be called 
upon to share with less fortunate sections of our country. 

Where systematic, continuous co-operation of our officials with our 
pastors has been given, there has been no need of cutting salaries. Decreases 
are nearly always due to lack of system on the part of our stewards and 
finance committees. Some of our loudest complainers have been those who 
are neither regular attendants nor supporters of our work. 

A few churches have held revival services during the year. The Indian 
evangelist, Rev. Paul G. Wapeto, did good work in assisting our pastors. 
Most of our churches held Lenten services with excellent results in securing 
new members and World Service offerings at Easter. Our Rally Day offer- 
ings were faithfully taken and our district has had its full share of the 
time of our Area Director of Religious Education. 

Designated gifts for Gooding College have come from a larger number 
of our people than last year. President C. W. Tenney and the faculty of 
Gooding College have done heroic service, even to the point of self-sacrifice. 
We are glad that Dr. Tenney has not broken under the heavy load he has been 
compelled to carry this year. 

We wish it were possible to place an aggressive and efficient man in this 
territory as field agent for the College who would make contacts with pros- 
pective students, prospective patrons, and friends for the future of the Col- 
lege. If such a representative could be financed it would be a strategic work 
toward securing a wider interest in our school. 

Much of the success of our Wood River Epworth League Institute is due 
to the constant time and service given by Dean O. L. Kendall and by our 
layman manager, W. R. Stearman. Our total attendance this year was not 
as large as usual, but the class work was above the average. One hundred 
and eighty persons shared in the communion service at the Sunday morning 
watch. We believe that a district commission on Evworth League institute 
matters would result in a more equitable sharing of the responsibility of 
selecting the faculty, carrying the indebtedness, and holding the property. 
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The Ladies’ Aid societies on this district have stood b i 

: the wo 
loyal and substantial way. They have raised a share of "the deat Nog 
paired and refurnished parsonages, and kept up payments on parsonages. A 
new and comfortable six-room parsonage has been purchased in Burley and 
plans are underway for the purchase of a parsonage in Gooding.

The Conference last year ordered the sale of the parsonage in Hailey an 
the church and parsonage in St. Anthony. No eee have bees ae | Se 
were interested in these properties. In Montpelier, where we had a weak, 
struggling handful of Methodists, a few of them who were co-operating with 
the Presbyterians decided to join a community church under the Presbyterian 
Board. The remaining few Methodists asked to be transferred to our 
church membership in Pocatello. The Quarterly Conference voted to disband 
our organization and ordered the sale of our church property which was later 
sold for $1000. To the Board of Home Missions was sent $400 in payment of 
a trust bond and mortgage and the balance turned over to the treasurer of 
our conference trustees. 


: We believe our conference indebtedness for Lava Hot Springs can_be 
liquidated with no assessments asked from our churches this year. We 
ought to celebrate this achievement in some appropriate way. The credit 
for clearing this debt is due in part to Brother H. S. Hamilton who was able 
to persuade Mrs. Susie Bristol to relinquish $500 of her claim against this 
Conference. 

Our pastor at Blackfoot, Rev. Joyce Kendall, goes to Lava Hot Springs 
and McCammon each month to hold services. 

At our conference session last year Rev. J. H. Bennett was assigned as 
supply preacher at Salmon. He stayed until November and then left his 
work. The charge asked to be left without a pastor the remainder of the 
year. Last May we were able to persuade them to receive Stephen M. 
Reynolds, a student from Princeton School of Theology, as pastor until 
September 1. He has done excellent work in getting the Salmon folks 
again in the notion of receiving a pastor for the ensuing year even though 
the support will be-meager. 

We notice with mingled feelings of regret and pleasure the exchange of 
E. L. White to Missoula and Charles M. Donaldson to Idaho Falls. 

The leadership of Brother White in this district was recognized. His 
counsel has been constantly sought and appreciated. Our pleasure in wel- 
coming Brother Donaldson is equally sincere. He is a brother beloved by all 
who know him. , 

We protest the prevalent restlessness of our churches and the readiness 
to ask for a change of pastor. No man can fulfill his ministry to a people in 
one year. Few can do it in two or even three years. He should be given a 
chance to capitalize his growing acquaintance with his field for the sake of 
the Kingdom of God. To shift a man at the end of a year 1s similar to 
discarding a public official as soon as he finds out what ought to be done 
and what the constituency desires him to do. Tah , 

As we forecast the work of the next year, some combinations will be 
necessary to keep the work alive. We wish to make some county parishes 
with the pastor at the county seat, using his laymen in gospel team work 
to care for the entire spiritual needs of the county. This will necessarily 
eliminate one or two supply pastors, but it will conserve our decreasing 


missionary maintenance funds. ue ‘ 
We believe that all insurance policies on all our church properties are in 


force, with premiums paid. cone : 
Some te insisted on the need of bringing new blood into our conference 


membership to supplant some of our static pastoral leadership. In reply, 
I point pat that in the three years of my office I have brought into the pas- 
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toral leadership of this district C. F. Ristow, H. Van Valkenburg, Victor 
Phillips, and Charles M. Reed. 

Every one of these men has made good and has strengthened our Con- 
ference. We would like to have them stay with us. Young men, old men, 
and those middle-aged and married are now eager to come to southern Idaho 
and are willing to do the hardest kind of parish work regardless of salary 
stipulation. , , 

As we glance ahead into this next year, we believe that nothing short of 
an aggressive, sacrificial, whole-hearted, and loving ministry will meet the 
needs of our work. In too many places our people have suggested closing up 
the work. This would be disastrous and unwise. Our people need the word 
of comfort, sympathy, and abundant life in the midst of times that try their 
very souls. Our pastors will need to share burdens and limited resources 
if our work is to continue. 

Instead of naming and commenting on each separate charge, I hope that 
an extra minute will be given each pastor to report to‘this Conference what 
he considers the outstanding achievement on his charge this year. 

I have tried to be helpful wherever I was needed. I have given most of 
my attention to the weaker charges, administering the sacrament and 
preaching where we either had no pastor or our supply preacher was not 
an ordained elder. 

I have helped in visitation evangelism, in soliciting for Gooding College, 
in pushing World Service. I have tried to fulfill the duties of this office 
as outlined in our book of discipline. 


WESTERN DISTRICT 


H. G. McCALLISTER, Superintendent. 


Bishop Lowe and Brethren: 


I hereby submit to this Conference my first report as a district superin- 
tendent. The Western District as a territory is a man’s task from the view- 
point of size, as it embraces more than forty thousand square miles and is 
larger than the five smallest New England states including also the District 
of Columbia. This district is principally rural and frontier and includes 
such industries as farming, fruit growing, lumbering, and mining with the 
diversified activities connected with each. Soon after assuming my duties 
I learned that my predecessor, Rev. Hamilton, had wrought well and hard, 
had earned for himself the respect of ministers and laymen alike, and had 
conducted his district business with energy and foresight. I hope as much 
may be said of the present incumbent when he shall have ceased his work 
in the same field. 


EVANGELISM. 


Changing times have necessitated a change in the methods of evangelism 
and the task is not to lament the passing of the good old days but to adapt 
methods and policies to meet the changed conditions. The church must 
have a place for evangelism, for the human heart is still responsive to the 
appeal of the Good News and the leading of the Holy Spirit. Some churches 
on the district had a series of services under the leadership of outside 
evangelists, while others used neighboring pastors and in one instance the 
district superintendent assisted for several days. Reports from all the 
charges where services were held indicated the responses were good and 
the after results pleasing. 


WALLOWA LAKE INSTITUTE. 


One of the gratifying results of the year’s work on the part of the pastors 
was the response of the young people to their League work, which culminated 
in a week of study and devotion at the institute grounds from July 13 to 19. 
Exceeding the most optimistic expectations, the enrollment numbered one

What a fine opportunity to assist financially through designated gifts from 
individuals and at the same time receive World Service credit on apportion- 
ment! Yet all have not urged the matter as occasion offered and have thus 
overlooked opportunities to invest in young life which will bear dividends 
far into the future. I hope the records will show that the Western District 
has increased its financial as well as moral support of Gooding College. 


WORLD SERVICE. 


With discouragement, retrenchment, and a readiness to reduce expendi- 
tures on falling incomes, benevolences will suffer along with other items of 
finance, though perhaps the percentage of shrinkage will not be as great as 
some of the other items. There has been a faithful presentation of World 
Service, and reports from the World Service office show that nine charges 
have already reached or exceeded their quota. Pastors should make a 
larger use of their committees on benevolences to assist in publicity, informa- 
tion, and canvassing for the World Service budget, and they should make a 
careful study of how best to create and sustain interest in our World Service 
program and devote one Sunday service each month to the cultivation of the 
benevolent spirit. World Service has its roots in the command of Jesus “Go 
ye into all the world and preach.” 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 


The creation of the office of Director of Religious Education in the Helena 
Area has brought to our district a valuable arm of service. Dr. Clifford, the 
Director, was on the district early in the year and made contact with several 
churches, meeting with the teaching forces, and creating a desire for better 
and more effective service in the hearts of those who teach. Again in March 
for a two weeks’ period Dr. Clifford, Dr. Ezra Cox, Bishop W. E. Brown, and 
Mrs. W. E. Brown, paid us a visit and held conferences and discussion groups, 
meeting with different organizations of the church and urging upon them 
the necessity of better preparation for tasks confronting the churches. Ap- 
proximately thirty-four hundred people were reached in these different meet- 
ings. Several teacher-training classes were formed and carried their work 
through for a period of several weeks, with gratifying results to the 
churches. A class for the teaching of teachers was conducted in connection 
with the Institute, which promises to be very fruitful in its results. Brethren, 
we must bring our church school methods a little more up to date. There is 
a great need of this in every church. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


Due to financial depression, improvements have also suffered. However, 
in most instances the needed improvements have been made. The church 
at Eagle found itself in need of room for religious instruction, so the people 
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began and completed an addition to the building and dedicated the same on 
February 15, with all obligations met in full. The debt on the parsonage at 
Cascade has been liquidated and Brother Archer sleeps in_ peace, with the 
knowledge that nothing hangs over his head. Caldwell painted the church 
property during the year and the church and parsonage at Wallowa were 
reroofed and redecorated. Nyssa, with its popular woman preacher, fell in 
line and expended about two hundred dollars on improvements. The ehurch 
at Baker was rekalsomined, pews revarnished, and the outside given two 
coats of paint. An old debt of several years’ standing, secured by mortgage 
held by private parties, was paid off through the assistance of the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension. Rev. Allen has done good work on 
this important field. Cove, early in the year held a jubilee to celebrate the 
burning of its old mortgage. Kuna redecorated the church. Prairie City 
moved its church to a new location and built a much-needed addition at a 
cost of $3500.00. The pastor, Rev. Mark White, furnished much of the work 
and inspiration. Our church and parsonage at Elgin burned early in the 
conference year and the district superintendent prevailed upon the official 
board to repay its gift of $250.00 made by the Church Extension in 1889. 
The sum of $762.50 was returned. Elgin is now served by the Presbyterian 
Church in exchange for the Union territory, served by our own church. 


PROBLEMS. 


I presume the problems of the Western District are not much different 
from those elsewhere in a like work. I do not believe in overstressing the 
discouraging and difficult, but rather facing them and trying to find a solu- 
tion. However, low prices for farm products, low wages for laborers, a water 
shortage that has become acute, decreased ministerial support, discourage- 
ment of the laymen, and a desire amounting almost to determination at some 
points to have no services for the coming year because of the people’s un- 
willingness to make definite pledges and support; these, coupled with sporadic 
and spasmodic outbursts of different cults which prey upon the credulity and 
fears of some through their interpretations of prophecy and predictions of 
dire results awaiting us, have all combined to create dissatisfaction and dis- 
content. Churches desire men who can preach, and preach with fervor, not 
the old platitudes, but fresh, vital, challenging sermons that make folks 
think, and that will fit into the present life of the community. We need 
real preachers and spiritual sociologists who love men and God and who can 
make others realize the fact. How to man the field for the coming year, 
with more pastors than fields to man, and make everyone satisfied, together 
with a decreasing missionary support, is a challenge to the cabinet. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


Only one parsonage home has been visited this year by the unwelcome 
visitor, Death. Mrs. W. B. Young, wife of Rev. Young of First Church, 
Boise, after months of patient suffering, and confident of a Father’s love, 
moved into the realms of her heavenly home. On the other hand three par- 
sonage homes have been gladdened by the appearance of Eloise Arden Rose- 
berry, Patrica Mae Parrett, and Barbara Jean Gresham. All three young 
missionaries are doing well, and the parents are supremely proud and happy. 
The pastors and their families on the district have all received the district 
superintendent and his family in a royal manner. Every courtesy has been 
extended to us and co-operation throughout the year has been all that could 
be asked. To the Ladies’ Aids on the district I wish to say that they have 
filled their places in every charge in a creditable manner, and many a church 
would be seriously handicapped if it were not for this valuable organization. 
My heart goes out to the pastors in their trials, burdens, and handicaps, and 
my prayers are for success in their work. Their loyalty to their fields of 
service, their encouragement to their people, their devotion to their ideals, 
have evoked admiration from the district superintendent. 

I face another year with faith in God and a firm belief in the mission of 
the church, and the assurance of the final triumph of right over wrong.

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Recent books, editorials, articles in current magazines, daily papers, and 
religious journals reveal that the church is being subjected to a critical 
examination by men from every walk of life. Thinking men are charging 
the church with failure to provide the leadership that could and would lead 
the world to spiritual prosperity and soul quietude in the face of the world 
need of today. In the Historical Statement as found in the Discipline of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church are these significant words. “The Methodist 
Episcopal Church has always believed that the only infallible proof of the 
legitimacy of any branch of the Christian church is its ability to seek and to 
save the lost, and to disseminate the Pentecostal spirit and life.” This belief 
is retained but the practice of the church has not been in full accord. Beau- 
tiful church buildings, fine religious educational equipment, ritualistic pro- 
grams as aids to worship, have all received our attention, and that is well. 
But in the face of this we have witnessed a decline in missionary giving, a 
retrenchment of the missionary program, and a church once on fire for God 
hesitates before the stupendous task awaiting it. 

The church must reassert itself as the spiritual leader in the world of 
today. This can only be done by recognizing the problems of the world of 
today. 

The church must use every means at its disposal to crystallize the growing 
sentiment of the nations of the world for complete disarmament. It is the 
firm conviction of the church that no permanent peace can come to the world 
until this is accomplished. The church should insist that signatory nations 
take the Kellogg Pact in good faith. An armed peace is not peace. ; 

The church is greatly concerned over an interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States which bars from the citizenship of this country 
men of unquestioned Christian character because of conscientious objections 
to the bearing of arms to kill one’s fellowmen in armed conflict, but leaves 
the way open to citizenship for those who may be less qualified but who have 
no such conscientious objections. ! é fee” 

The church cannot stand idly by in this hour of physical privation and 
social injustice to which the world has been subjected in recent months. We 
believe that the profit motive which impelled men toward material progress 
and which is responsible for much of the social injustice of the day, has 
about spent itself. The church must supply in its stead a motive which will 
recognize the claim of human values above the material. The church 
urgently calls upon the leaders in industry and state to find ways and means 
to correct existing evils and to open the way for the development of the King- 
ae Se must recapture the passionate loyalty of its members for 
the expanding program of the Kingdom. Only the Living Christ in our 
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midst, whose Presence is known and felt, can accomplish this. The ministry 
must have a heart aflame with sacrificial devotion and allegiance to Christ. 
The laity must know God as a real Presence guiding and directing the total 
life. We call upon our ministers to rekindle the fires of sacred love in 
hearts immersed in “things.” We call upon our laymen for a renewal of 
devotion to things spiritual, that the Methodist Episcopal Church today may 
supply the world with “infallible proof” of its right to live, and of its 
“ability to seek and to save the lost and to disseminate the Pentecostal spirit 
and life.”

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ARTICLE 4. 


Officers. 


The officers of this Board shall be a president, a vice president, and a 
secretary. The duties of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to 
their respective offices. 


ARTICLE 5. 


Organization. 
The Board shall be organized as follows: 


1—Divisions. 
(a) A Division of Educational Institutions which shall have the responsi- 
bility as outlined in the 1928 Discipline, Paragraph 507, Section 4, b, ¢, d, 


e, and f. 
(b) A Division of Religious Education whose duties shall be the training 


through church schools, Epworth Leagues, and such other organizations 
within the Conference as may be doing religious educational work. Disci- 
pline, Paragraphs 506, 507, 408, and 504, etc. 


2—Hxecutive Committee. 


There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the officers of the 
Board and the chairmen of the Division of Educational Institutions and of 
the Division of Religious Education. 

The Executive Committee shall act for the Board in the interim between 
its meetings and shall assume such other regular duties as may be committed 
to it by the Board. 


8—Committees. 
Such other committees shall be appointed from time to time as the 
exigencies of the situation shall demand. 


ARTICLE 6. 


Meetings. 


The Conference Board shall meet annually at the time of the Annual 
Conference Session. Other meetings may be held at the call of the Board 
or by the Executive Committee. 


2. Meetings of the Divisions shall be held as determined upon by the 
divisions themselves. 


3. Committees of the Board shall meet as often as the interests of their 
responsibility may demand and at places determined by themselves. 


ARTICLE 7. 


Amendments. 


This Constitution may be amended by two-thirds of the members present 
at any annual meeting. 


ARTICLE 8, 


Vacancies in Office. 


Vacancies in the office of the Board may be filled at any regular called 
meeting of the Board or by the Executive Committee, 


ARTICLE 9, 


Quorum. 


One-third of its membership shall constitute a quorum for the meetings 
of the Board, Executive Committee, and Division meetings.

Obituary of Mrs. W. B. Young 


Mrs. Marie W. Young, wife of the Reverend William Basil Young, pastor 
of the First Methodist Episcopal Church in Boise, Idaho, died at the par- 
sonage home early Tuesday morning, June 16, 1931 after a prolonged illness. 

Mrs. Young was born in Salem, Oregon, June 15, 1874. She was educated 
in the public schools of that city and graduated from Willamette University. 
She taught for several years in Montana Wesleyan University where she 
met her husband, to whom she was married in 1902. 

Mrs. Young was a woman of great personal charm, as well as many 
highly developed talents. During the years of her married life she was 
an ideal helpmate to her husband, standing side by side with him in his 
arduous ministry, always sympathetic and helpful. She was especially in- 
terested in the problems of young people, and was a wise counsellor. 

Services were conducted in the Boise church June 17 by District Super- 
intendent H. G. McCallister, assisted by Reverend G. W. Barnes. Dean 
Rhea of St. Michael’s Cathedral Church, who had recently passed through 
a similar experience, delivered a sympathetic address. 

The final services were held in the First Methodist Church of Yakima, 
Washington, where Doctor and Mrs. Young spent four strenuous years dur- 
ing the building of the church. The Pacific Northwest Conference, being 
in session in the church, eight members were officially delegated to represent 
the Conference at the services held Friday, June 19. Bishop Lowe preached 
the sermon and he was assisted in the service by Reverend Ralph Magee, 
Reverend Clarence True Wilson, and Reverend W. F. Hawk. 

She was laid to rest in the Yakima cemetery in a spot chosen by herself. 

Besides her husband, Mrs. Young is survived by one daughter, Eleanor 
Ruth Young, Boston; two sons, Paul, of Yakima, and William, at home in 
Boise; her mother, Mrs. M. S. Van Dersal, Boise, and four brothers, E. D. 
Van Dersal and Will Van Dersal, both of Portland, Oregon; Paul Van 
Dersal and Samuel Van Dersal, San Francisco, California. 

The sympathy of the entire Conference goes out to Brother Young and 
his family in this sad bereavement.

CONCERNING THE CONFERENCE SEMINAR GROUPS 


“The use of the word, ‘Seminar,’ is an inexact one, but aims to suggest a 
difference between the committee methods traditionally followed in annual con- 
ference sessions and the method now being widely adopted. Some eight or nine 
years ago, our Board of Education began holding ‘Seminars’ in which pastors 
spent ten days seeking to clarify, unify and make more definite the Christian 
message for our day. In the fellowship of these groups many ministers came into 
a conversion experience, ‘finding themselves.’ They discovered a new integra- 
tion in their ministry and in the ‘communion of saints.’ 

“Borrowing the term from our Board of Education, our Idaho Conference 
began two years ago to revise their method of committee work. The long list 
of committees were condensed; and it was sought to find the three or four 
that most sharply represented our major problem in building a Christ-like 
church made up of Christ-like persons. This year we move on in that purpose 
and toward that objective, with sessions of the Seminar groups scheduled for 
two hours on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday afternoons. Reports from the 
different groups are to be presented and discussed Saturday morning at nine 
o'clock. 

“Several factors will contribute to determine the success or the failure of 
this method. We propose that: (1) Every minister and layman in the Idaho 
Annual Conference elect one of the groups, O insure continuity, attend- 
ance must be regular. (3) Every Person should participate in the discussion and 
assist in the conclusions. (A Seminar is not a meeting where one person, who 
is an ‘expert,’ describes and determines what is to be done: the thing sought 
is: ‘What conclusion, and what supporting action, should we as Christians 
adopt concerning a given matter so that the result will more nearly represent 
the mind of Christ?’) (4) The ‘findings’ represent (not what most 
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‘reports’ used to be—the hurried digest of one mind speaking for a so-called 
‘committee’) the unified, serious thought of a group after consecutive hours 
of discussion and intelligent, dispassionate study. ie igs f 

“The Seminar process in the Conference session will be largely what YOU 
help to make it. It is a difficult but creative, cooperative process; yet it offers 
large rewards in bringing our Christian thinking to some definite solutions 
of important problems.”’
